Importance. A mixture that is too rich 
or too lean will cause more gasoline to 
be used in performing a given amount 
of labor than a correct mixture.

Economical Speed.

Most cars have what may be termed 
an economical speed. 
It ranges from 
12 to 20 miles per hour. 
When you 
get above that speed the amount of 
gas used per mile increases. 
Anticipate slowing up and stops. 
Close the throttle and disengage the 
clutch far enough ahead of the place 
you w ant to stop so that very little use 
of the brake will be necessary. When­ 
ever you use the brakes you destroy 
momentum that has requirer! gasoline 
to create. 
Accelerate gradually. 
It takes less 
gas to do that than to reach a fast gait 
quickly. 
Gas Makes No Showing. 
Whenever you allow the engine to 
run with the car standing you are Bo­ 
ing up gas that doesn’t make any show­ 
ing on your odometer. 
Roe that the brakes are properly ad- 
! justed. 
Tight brakes cause friction 
I and friction takes power, and hence 
gasoline, to overcome. 
Good lubricating oil is also essen­ 
tial to gasoline economy. 
Finally, tires should be properly in­ 
flated. 
Soft tires drag and require 
more power to propel the car than 
tires containing correct air pressure.

Tm?re is produced 
about 800,900 tons of beet sugar and 250,000 tons of 
cane sugar iii Louisiana. 
The total consumption of the 
United States is about 4,500,000 tons ol raw sugar, which 
m a k e s about 4,z50,000 tons of relined sugar. 
If our coasts were blockaded as G erm any’s now are, 
we would have available for the use of the people of the 
United States only one pound of sugar for every four we 
use. 
Under such circumstances there is no doubt that the 
American people would get along on this limited supply , 
w ithout complaint. 
The United States Food Administration is asking 
every American household to use not more than two 
pounds of sugar per p e r s o n each month for domestic 
use. 
Reducing our sugar consumption here means th at 
we will be able to help supply the needs of France, Eng­ 
land and Italy. 
Sugar conservation on the American 
table also m e a n s conservation of ships. 
The Army and Navy have sent out an “S. O. S.” call 
for ships. 
“Save Our Ships to Transport Troops and 
M unitions to France, in order th at we may keep the fight­ 
ing front where it now is and not allow it to extend to 
our own homes,” is the message. 
There is ample sugar in the world for all require­ 
ments— in fact, there is a large surplus, but on account 
of the ship shortage it is not available for use in this ^ 
country.

Universal war bread for ail the na­ 
tions arrayed against the central pow­ 
ers is provided for in the new wheat 
regulations announced by U. S. Food 
Administrator Herbert Hoover in a 
m essage to the American public. With 
the regulations 
comes a lifting of 
many of the restrictions in the United 
States and at the same time the allies 
are given bread containing more wheat 
than they have had since the early 
days of the war. 
The regulations be­ 
came 
effective 
September 
J. 
and 
wheaties.®! days and wheat less meals 
will be discontinued. 
Under an international bread polit y 
formulated 
by 
the 
interallied food 
council 
in London, all 
bread 
made 
after September I for France. Rag­ 
land, Italy, the United States and the 
other allies will be made of mixed 
flour, containing 80 per cent wheat 
flour and 2U per cent subst itute cereal. 
The message and irs text is as follows: 
“The recent careful survey by the 
•Food Administrators of the United 
States, France, England and Italy of 
th e food resources of the 220,000,000 
people 
fighting 
^gainst 
Germany 
shows that to maintain enough sup­ 
plies and necessary reserves against 
(disaster there must be maintained in 
tall countries a conservation of wheat 
•flour during the coming year. 
"It has been agreed that the wheat 
bread of the allies shall contain twen­ 
ty (20) per cent other grains than 
wheat, and it is only just that we 
should bear our share in this saving 
and our bread should be at least uni 
versal with those who are suffering 
more greatly from the war than our­ 
selves. 
4A"Distribution and transportation cir­ 
cum stances in the United States ren­ 
der it necessary to rely very largely 
on voluntary action iii our homes to 
•enforce this mixture. 
Regulations Promulgated. 
“The victory bread so made is whole 
some, and there is no difficulty in pre 
paration. 
We desire to emphasize the 
fact that mixtures outlined below are 
for wheat bread and the saving of 
wheat flour, but they are not intended 
to displace the large use of corn bread. 
We must use the mixture with wheat 
flour in addition to our normal con­ 
sumption of corn bread. 
For this pur­ 
pose regulations are formulated below, 
effective September I, providing: 
"1. For the*prepa ration and market­ 
ing by the manufacturing and distrib­ 
uting trades of the country of a mixed 
flour complying with the international 
policy which will be available for pur­ 
chase by the household. 
“2. In regulations covering the case, 
\ .where straight wheat flour is sold by 
retailers, that at the same time 20 per 
cent of other cereal 
flours must be 
sold coincidentally 
"3, Requiring t hat ii ll bakers* brTid 
shall contain 20 per cent of other 
cereals; and flu* Food Adminislration 
relies upon the householders of the 
country to mix at least 20 tier cen: of 
the substitute cereals into the wheat 
flour at home for all uses. 
Torn 
meal for use of corn bread 
should be purchased separately from 
combination sales. 
Ready Mixed Flour for Sale. 
“It is desired to insure a supply < 
ready mixed flours on the market and 
to have millers and dealers of all kinds 
encourage use and sale of this flour, 
so that the country may be on a mixed 
flour basis without necessity of the 
retailers making combination sales of 
flours and substitutes. 
"All such mixed flours made accord 
ing to th© following regulations should 
bo labeled ‘Victory Mixed Flour,’ and 
•re to be labeled with the ingredients 
iii 
order of their 
proportion. 
The 
fleets SO mixed must be milled in ac 
co ra n ce with the standards of the 
jUnl(*d States Food Administration 
- "Nd* mixed flours, except pancake 
m>urs, * Nill be made or manufactured 
except ItaShe exaot proportions as out 
lined below. 
Mixed wheat and barley 
,flour shall be in proportion of four 
ipounds of wheat flour to one found of 
(barley flour. 
Mixed wheat and corn 
flour shall contain 
Ie proportion of 
•four pounds of wheat flour to one 
pound of corn flour. 
Mixed wheat, 
barley and corn flour shall contain 
the proportions of eight 
pounds 
of 
wheat flour to one pound of barley 
and one pound of corn flour. 
Mixed 
wheat and rye flour shall contain the 
proportions of three pounds of wheat 
flour and not less than two pounds of 
rye flour. 
Whole wheat, entire wheat 
or graham flour or meal shall contain 
at least 95 per cent of the wheat berry. 
"All the above ‘victory mixed flours’ 
may be sold without substitutes, but 
at no greater price from th. miller, 
wholesale and retail dealer than in the 
'•-ease of standard wheat flour. 
Retail Sale of Standard Wheat F^cur. 
"The newr regulations supersede the 
fifty-fifty rule. 
The retail dealer sell­ 
ing standard wheat flour is required to 
carry in stock either barley flour, corn 
meal or corn flour, and with every sab1 
of wheat flour must sell a combination 
of some one or more of these in the 
proportion of one pound substitutes to 
each four pounds of wheat flour. 
"No dealer may force any other sub­ 
stitutes'* in combination upon the con­ 
sumer and the substitutes musl con­ 
form to the standards fixed by the 
United States Food Administration. 
I "T j^ re are some localities where 
other 
substitutes are available and 
which retailers may wish to carry. 
In order to meet this situation the fol­ 
lowing flours may be sold in such com­ 
bination :^n lieu of the above flours 


if the consumer so demands at the 
ratio of one pound to each four pounds 
of wheat flour, that is: 
“Kaffir flour, milo flour, feterlta 
flour and meals, rice flour, oat flour, 
peanut flour, bean flour, potato flour, 
sweet 
potato flour and 
buckwheat 
flour. 
"Pure rye flour or meal may be sold 
as a substitute, but must be sold in 
proportion at least two pounds of rye 
with three pounds of wheat flour. 
"The foregoing rules apply to all 
custom and exchange transactions as 
well as sales of flour to farmers unless 
modified by special announcement of 
the Federal Food Administrator of the 
State where the mill is located, acting 
with the approval of the zone commit 
tee. 
* 
Rules Governing Bakers Are Altered. 
"In compliance with the general sit­ 
uation above, the following alterations 
are made in rules and regulations gov 
©ming baking trade: 
“Rule 1-A. The consumption of wheat 
flour in bakery products not to exceed 
70 per cent of the 1917 consumption, is 
hereby rescinded. 
“Rule 2-A. Wheat flour substitutes 
for bakers remain as heretofore, with 
the exception of rye, which will be a. 
substitute when used upon a basis of 
not less than 40 per cent, which is 
two pounds of rye flour to even three 
pounds of standard wheat flour. When 
rye is used in this proportion or a 
greater proportion, no other substi 
totes are required. 
If less than this 
proportion ot rye flour is used, the dif- 
f< r-no.c between such amounts used 
and to per cent must he made up of 
oiher substitutes. 
“Rule H A. Bakers will be required 
to use one pound substitutes to each 
four pounds of wheat flour in all bak­ 
ery products, including bread, except 
cia?1- 2-A. (’rackers in which only IO 
per cent substitutes oilier than rye 
are required. 
The use of the name 
‘Victory’ will be allowed in all prod 
ucts containing the above proportions 
of substitutes. 
Revision of Previous Rules. 
“The 
previous 
rules 
limiting 
li­ 
censees. millers, wholesalers, retailers 
and bakers to thirty days’ supply of 
flour will be changed lo permit a sixty- 
day supply. 
The rules limiting sales 
by retailers of wheat flour to one- 
eighth of a barrel in cities and a quar­ 
ter of a barrel in sparsely settled dis­ 
tricts are rescinded. 
“The rule limiting the saJe of flour 
by millers to wholesalers or wholesal­ 
ers to retailers in combination with 
substitutes or certificates therefor and 
the rule restricting the sale to 70 per 
cent of previous sales are rescinded 
“Manufacturers of alimentary pastes 
and wheat breakfast foods are limited 
to their normal consumption of wheat 
or whe.at flour with the understanding 
that they are not to unduly expand 
their ordinary consumption of wheat 
“Rules prohibiting the starting of 
new plants ready for operation prior 
to July I, 1918, are rescinded. Where 
millers sell directly to consumers they 
shall obey sam e regulations as retail 
dealers.’’

they may sustain their women and 
childten sheltered from the flaming 
sun by tarpaulins which have not felt 
the moisture of the skies for so long 
that the youngest of the caravan never 
saw rain. 
"Heartrending'' is the word that has 
come to* Food 
Administrator Beden 
from the drouth area. 
I>ast year the 
farmers and the cattlemen braved if 
out. 
Surely nature, herself, could not 
be so cruel as to inflict upon them an 
other year a scourge of intense heat 
and shriveling up of the plains; but 
this year there is nothing left to chal 
lenge a ravage of nature as relentless 
as the great guns in their devastating 
of the northern plains of France. 
The situation is without the province 
of man and dollars. 
Rain has forgot 
ten the plains, no clouds break the In­ 
tensity of the blue, no refreshment 
comes in dew, no relief advances in a 
kindly mist or fog. 
All that can be 
done is to help the men and the wo 
men and the children as they come 
into Eastern Texas 
The Silent Exodus. 
E. B. Spiller, secretary of the Cattle 
Raisers Association of Texas, report­ 
ed that Fort Worth is crowded with 
wagons of "expatriates of the plains,” 
and the same intelligence comes from 
Waco. 
On one day alone 125 families 
passed through Brownwood, and on 
another 
day 
111) 
families 
passed 
through Goldthwaite. 
On August IT Administrator Beden 
wired to Governor Hobby on the sit 
nation: 
"Drouth conditions now prevailing 
in W estern Texas most serious iii his­ 
tory of the country. 
Oldest in ha bi 
tants have no recollection of anything 
approaching it. 
Ten counties in the 
Brownwood district will not make an 
average of 500 
bales of cotton per 
county as against normal production 
o. 15,000 bales. Thousands of farmer? 
and farm hands 
necessarily seeking 
other employment, and an average of 
250 farmers a day are leaving the dis­ 
trict. 
“There is no grain crop 
lf we can 
et rains in the next 90 days, with 
proper State and Federal aid. farmers 
would be able to plant w heat and oats, 
but they must have this aid.” 
Similar conditions to that in the 
Brownwood 
section 
are reported to 
Administrator Beden from (lie district 
administrators at 
San 
Angelo- and 
Amarillo, and a recitation of these con­ 
ditions has been wired to Governor 
Hobby by the three administrators o I 
Brownwood, San Angelo and Amarillo 
Trying to Help Them. 
Administrator Beden is deeply con 
cerned over the

placed the facts before H. VV. Lewis 
chief of the United States employment 
service for Texas, at San Antonio, as 
well as directed letters to his count} 
administrators urging that they give 
the extent of personal relief needed; 
also that

The price of 40 cents per IOO pounds 
of seed cotton, plus cost to the ginner 
of bagging and ties, is hereby deter 
mined as the just and fair charge for 
the service of ginning snapped or pull 
cd cotton. 
The price of 50 cents per IOO pounds 
of seed cotton plus cost to the ginner j 
of bagging and ties is hereby deter j 
mined as the just and fair charge for j 
the service of ginning premature, un- ! 
opened “bollie” cotton. 
I 
It has been found impracticable to 
determine the just and fair charge for 
the service of ginning long staple cot­ 
ton, sea island cotton and such other 
cotton as may require special 
care, 
time or readjustment of machinery. 
However, the charge made 
for this 
service must be justifiable in compari­ 
son with the standard charge of 50 
cents for the ginning of IOO pounds of 
picked dry cotton. 
To Keep Correct Record. 
Ginners are to keep a correct record 
showing the name and address of each 
party for whom they gin cotton, the 
amount of cotton ginned in each case, 
and the actual charge made for such 
service. 
They must be in position at 
all times to furnish detailed informa­ 
tion to the United States Food Admin­ 
istration. 
It is necessary that ginners perform 
this service in such a wa} that the 
seed cotton shall be cleaned and the 
lint removed from the seed in an ef­ 
ficient manner. 
Such 
foreign 
sub­ 
stances as are removed from the seed 
cotton shall not be returned to the 
seed, but the seed shall be kept In a 
clean condition. Ginners are not per­ 
mitted to mix any foreign material 
with the cotton seed during the time 
that it is under their control or in their 
possession. 
The charge for ginning shall be the 
same whether or not the cotton or the 
cotton seed is purchased by the ginner. 
Must Gin Rapidly. 
Ginners are to gin as rapidly as pos­ 
sible consistent with good w'ork. all 
dry seed cotton tendered them, and 
upon demand they are to return to the 
owner the cotton and cotton seed gin­ 
ned by them, 
lf cotton seed is pur­ 
chased 
by 
the 
ginner, he must be 
guided 
by 
rule No. 5 and circular 
No. 40. 
Ginners are to keep a careful record, 
showing the name and address of each 
party from whom they purchase cot­ 
ton seed, together with the quantity 
and price paid for same. 
Ginners are requested to take notice 
that the above announcement makes 
again effective circular No. 41, dated 
June 22. 1918. except that the above 
ruling becomes effective July 22, 1918. 
instead of July I.
